SYS HE IS READY TO MEET DEATH 


Wrote a Number of Letters to Former 
Friends Asking Them To Lead 
Better Lives—Visited by 
Relatives and Minis- 
ters Yesterday. 


Arthur Hanye will die today at noon on 
the red scaffold in the jail yard, for the 
murder of Will Spinks. 

Just before the clock in the courthouse 
strikes the hour of 12, the condemned man 
will be led from his. cell on the second 
foor of the jail to the gallows that has 
been erected in the yard for the execution. 

Every preparation has been made for 
the execution. The rope has been tied 
and the triggers fastened upon the trap, 
and within twenty minutes after Hanye 
mounts the gallows the murder of Spinks 
will have been avenged.

He was cool and self-possessed most of 


the time; but when his aunt was ad- 
mitted, he broke down as he held her 
hand and listened to her words of fare- 
well. 

This morning he will be bathed and 
dressed. He will wear a black suit and 
white satin bow, and will be buried in the 
Same suit of clothes which he wears at 
the execution. 

The execution will be in private, and no 
one will be admitted except those whose 
presence is necessary. Two ministers of 
the gospel, two physicians, one represen- 
tative from each of the daily papers, and 
the special guard and sheriff will compose 
the audience. 

Today his cell door wil! be locked 
against all visitors, and only his spiritual 
advisers and members of his immediate 
family will be allowed to see him. 

"Iam resigned to my fate, and am ready 
to meet my God,” Hlanye last night. 
“I love my enemies and have forgiven all 
that has been done against me. This is 
my last night on earth, and I will spend it 
in prayer.’’ 

Hanye Rises Early Yesterday. 

Early morning Hanvye was 
awake, and before most of the prisoners 
Were out of their bunks he was up and 
dressed, 

His face was rather pale, and lines of 
suffering could be easily traced in his 
features. His manner was a little nervous, 
but there was no indication of the manner 
in which the condemned man would spend 
the day. 

His breakfast was sent In to him, and 
he partook only slightly of his repast. He 
talked freely with his guard about the 
coming events, and seemed not to dread 
his execution as he had before all hope 
had been given up. 

Jumbo Hunter, of the death watch, was 
present during the morning hours until 
Telieved at noon Dy Guard Stallings. Hun- 
ter talked with Hanye, and general topics 
Were discussed about as much as the ex- 
€cution. Hanye was cheerful to some 
degree, and from his conversation and 
Manner, no one would have learned that 
his last day on earth had begun to pass 
by. 

“Iam feeling tolerably well under the 
circumstances,” sald Hanye to his guard. 
“I will meet death like a man, and though 
I do not believe I should be hung on the 
evidence that was introduced at the trial, 
Iam ready to die if the law thinks the 
Verdict is right and it is God’s will. 

“Will was my best friend. He and I 
Were together all the time, and when he 
did anything, 1 knew all about it, and 
he always told me what he knew and 
_ Was going to do. I loved him like a 
brother, and who is there that believes I 
Would deliberately kill htm? I am not the 
murderer the courts have said I am. I 
am not half as mean a man as I have 
been painted. But it is all over now, and

“My family is the dearest thing I have, 
and I dread death for thetr sakes more 
than I do om my own account. I don’t 
know what poor Aunt Easter will do. I

I do for those who have been thrown so 
closely with me during life.”’ 
The Murderer Is Baptised. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday morning Dr. FI- 
lis, of the Edgewood Methodist churen, 
was admitted to the cell of Hanve and 
the ordinance of the church was adminis- 
tered.

The ordinance of baptism was then ad- 
ministered by Dr. Ellis. The Methodist 
ritual was pronounced and the printed an- 
swers were read in a distinct voice by 
Hanye. 

After the baptism had been administered 
the stcrament of the Lord's supper was 
eate:. All partook of the. sacrament ex- 
cept Mr. Moses, who is a Hebrew. 

The scene was tyvuching in solemnity. The 
condemned man, as the others, wept, and 
as his relatives hands with him 
broke down and bitter téars of 
farewell. 

“IT am satisfied with Hanye's condition,” 
said Dr. Ellis after he left the cell. ‘“‘To 
me his profession seems genuine, and I 
believe he is a changed man. He says he 
regrets to die, though does not fear 
death. 

“Before leaving his cell Hanye asked me 
to be present at the execution. I had not 
thought of doing so, and told him that 
while I would be with him before he left 
his cell for the gallows, I did not care to 
see the execution. When he was told this 
he wept again, and I promised him that I 
would return in the morning and see him 
and de anything he might request.” 

Hanye Visited by His Aunt. 

Just before noon Miss Easter Cook, the 
aunt of Hanye, calied at the jail and was 
admitted into Hanye’s cell. 

Miss Cook has been a mother to the boy 
since the death of his mother several yéars 
ago while he was being tried for his life 
for the murder of the Italian, Yestenday 
she called to bid him goodby. 

When she entered Hanye was lying’ pen 
his bunk. As the eyes of the boy fe:l upon 
the face of his aunt they were fille? with 
tear: and he arose slowly from sais ked 
and ciasped the hand of his aunt in his 
hand. 

Neither spoke for a momeént.. Probably 
at that ingtant more than” at awy other 
time smee the murder of Spinks, Hanye 
felt his keenest pang of suffering and pain. 

Thrcugkh all the court trials and 1dearings 
there hasNbeen one whose faithfulness has 
never for a“moment faltered: When hope’ 
was almost gome it was Miss Cook Who 
cheered the unhappy young man and <om- 
forted him awith~her kind words and pray- 
ers.

MANY LARGE AUDIENCES WERE ADDRESSED 


Enthusiastic Supporters of Democracy 
Gather at Every Station To Pay 
Tribute to Bryan. 


Hudson, Mich., September 3.—Willam J. 
Bryan made his first sally into Micnigan 
today in continuation of his westward 
journey. It was raining when he left the 
Boody house in Toledo and the weather 
did not improve as his journey progressed. 
At 7:30 Mr. and Mrs. Bryan and J. W. 
the candidate’s private secre- 
tary, left Toledo for Elkhart, Ind., over 
the Lake Shkcre and Michigar) ‘Southern. 
With them in the vrear.car of the train 
were Austin H. Whiting, democratic can- 
didate for lieutenant governor of Michigan, 
who was with Mr. Bryan in congress; Tim- 
othy Tarsney and a reception committee 
from Elkhart. Mr. Bryan made his first 
bow to a Michigan audience at Blissfield, 
where 500 enthusiastic people had gathered. 
Adrian, with a quota of 1,500 and a brass 
band, seconded the Michigan welcome in 
a hearty manner and secured a few words 
from the candidate. 

The skies had cleared somewhat, but the 
air had become raw when Mr. Bryan 
reached Hudson, and many of the thousand 
people there were wearing mackintoshes 
and overcoats. Mr. Bryan’s voice suffered 
from the change in the temperature and he 
seemed to have a cold. He made a short 
speech at Hudson and was liberally ap- 
plauced. 

Hillsdale, the next stop, turned out a big 


| crowd which was highly enthusiastic, and 


another little speech was given. Charles 
R. Sligh, fusion candidate for governor of 
Michigan, who joined Mr. Bryan at Toledo, 
left him at Hillsdale. A large number of 
those in the throng of nearly 2,000 people 
at Jonesville were women. , 

The train stopped a hundred yards short 
of where the crowd was stationed, and 
when it came to a standstill at such an 
‘nconvenient point men, women and chil- 
dren made a wild break for the rear car 
without regard for appearances, the women 
scrambling up embankments and down 
again in their endeavor to get near the 
candidate.

No opportunity to make a speech was 
given Mr. Bryan at Coldwater, Mich. The 
jam of people around the rear end of the 
train was dense and nearly everybody in 
the crowd of 2.000 seemed full of enthus- 
lasm. People pushed, jostled and fought 
to get near Mr. Bryan. They wanted to 
see Mrs. Bryan, too, and when she was 
introduced three hearty cheers were given. 
By way of showing her thanks Mrs. bryan 
distributed flowers from the bouquets pre- 
sented to her along the route and so in- 
tense was the desire to secure these flora) 
mementoes that men and boys clung to 
the platform of the rapidly moving train 
and refused to let go until their desire was 
gratified. 

Mr. Bryan reached Sturgiss at 11:25 
o'clock and found there a_ special 
train to take him to Elkhart. 


Greeted by the Governor. 

Elkhart turned out en masse to do honor 
to Mr. Bryan on his arrival there shortly af- 
ter noon. A procession in which appeared 
many local democrats and members of silver 
clubs escorted Mr. and Mrs. Bryan to a 
hotel, where dinner was served. Governor 
Claude Matthews met Mr. Bryan here and 
presided at the open air meeting held later 
in the day. Led by the celebrated band 
from the musical instrument factory of ex- 
Congressman Conn, now editor of The 
Washington, D. C., Times, the members of 
the local reception committee, with a num- 
ber of ladies deputed to receive Mrs. Bryan. 
marched in line from the hotel to what is 
known as “The Island,” Elkhart’s public 
park. There fully eight thousand people 
were assembled around a temporary stand 
profusely decorated. 

Jonn O. Hoover, a local attorney, intro- 
duced Governor Matthews, who was given 
thres ringing cheers, and the governor, in 
turn, without wasting words, presented the 
democratic candidate as the next president 
of the United States. The applause follow- 
ing his introduction lasted some time. 

Bryan Makes a Response. 

Mr. Bryan spoke in part as follows: 

“It gives me great pleasure to enter the 
State of Indiana. 1 feel complimented that 
the distinguished executive of this great 
State is present to extend a welcome in per- 
son. We in the west have always looked 
upon Indiana as friendly ground, and to 
her people as a people of congenial spirit. 1 
am glad to be permitted to even briefly 
discuss in your presence the issue of this 
campaign.

Cincinnati, September 3.—(Special.)—Wil- 
lam Trusty, the witness in the Jackson 
and Walling trial, who was produced by 
“Detective” John Seward, made a full con- 
fession this evening. He said that he 
would tell on the witness stand that Sew- 
ard had induced him to perjure himself 
and he would give details. Substantiaily, 
the story was as follows: 

“T was to be ready to go to Cincinnati 
when he sent for me, and when the case 
came to trial I was to go on the witness 
atend and tell the fairy tale told. Georgie 
Taker (that's Seward’s daughter), Sam 
Raker’s wife, of Flatrock, 
the mysterious woman who met me at the 
end of the flower market On Sixth street, 
and Carrie vans was to have ,becn the 
woman who oftered me $15 to drive the 
eab with Pearl Bryan's body to Ncwport. 
You know the rest of the story of the old 
dector with the silk hat and long beard, 
who was to have met me aé Fifth and York 
streets in Newport and drove with me as 
far as the Lock farm. You all remember 
the stery as I told it of the man climbing 
over the fence with the body and the re- 
turn of the cab. T con't remember ali of it 
new myself, but Seward coached me again 
and again, and when I had repeated it so 
often I nearly helieved it myself. When 
he got done T asked him what I was to get 
for my part of the job.

The Platform. 

PREAMBLE.—This convention has $as- 
sembled to uphold the principles upon 
which depend the honor and welfare of 
the American people; in order that demo- 
crats throughout the union may unite 
their patriotic efforts to avert disaster 
from their country and ruin for their 
party. The democratic party is pledged 
to equal and exact justice to all men of 
every creed and condition; to the largest 
freedom of the individual consistent. with 
good government; to the preservation of 
the federal government in its constitrgional 
vigor and to the support of the states in 
all their just rights; to economy in the 
public expenditures; to the maintenance 
of public faith and sound money; and it 
is opposed to paternalism and all class 
legislation, 

CHICAGO PLATFORM ATTACKED.— 
The declarations of the Chicago conven- 
tion attack individual freedom, the right 
of private conttact, the independence of 
the judiciary and the authority of the 
president to enforce federal laws. They 
invoke a reckless attempt to increase the 
price of silver by legisiation, to the de- 
basement of our monetary standard and 
threaten unlimited issues of paper money 
by the government. They abandon for 
republican allies the democratic cause of 
tariff reform, and court the favor of pro- 
tectionists to their political heresies. In 
view of this and other great departures 
fron’ democratic principles wé cannot sup- 
port the candidates of that convention 
nor be bound by its acts. The democratic 
party has survived many defeats but could 
not survive a victory won in behalf of the 
doctrine and the policy proclaimed in its 
name at Chicago. 

The conditions, however, which make 
possible such utterances of a national con 
vention are the result of class legislation 
by the republican party. It still proclaims 
as it has for years, the power and duty 
of the government to raise and maintain 
prices by law; and. it proposes no remedy 
for existing evils, except oppressive and 
unjust taxation. 

A DECLARATION OF FAITH.—The na- 
tional democracy here convened, there- 
fore makes its declaration of faith in the 
principles especially applicable to the con- 
ditions of the times. Taxation—tariff, 
excise or direct—is rightfully imposed only 
for public purposes and not for private 
gain. Its amount is justly measured by 
public expenditures, which should be limit- 
ed by scrupulous economy. The revenue 
derived from taxes is affected by the 
state of trade and the volume of consump- 
tion. The volume of money in the treas- 
ury is. determined by the appropriations 
made by congress, The demand of the 
republican party for an increase in tariff 
taxations has its pretext in the deficiency 
of the’ revenue, which has its cause in the 
Stagnation of trade and reduced consump- 
tion, due entirely to the loss of confidence 
that has followed the populist threat of 
free coinage and depreciation of our money 
and the republican practice of extravagant 
appropriations beyond the needs of good 
rovernment. We eondemmn the populist 
conventions of Chicago and St. Louis for 
their co-operation. 

PROTECTION DENOUNCED.—The re-

For the Killing of Mardis Wood in 
Montgomery. 


PROMISES TO BE. INTERESTING

Wood Said To Have Been Intimate 
with Kennedy’s Wife. 


SOME SPICY LETTERS TO BE PRODUCED 


Emotional Insanity and Justification 
To Be the’Line of Defense—Much 
Interest Manifested. 


Montgemery, Ala., September 3.—(Special) 
The Robert H. Kennedy murder trial was 
called in the city court here this morning. 
The morning hours of the court were con- 
sumed in the selecting of @ jury. The fol- 
lowing were chosen out of the panel of 100: 

J. W. Shuler, R, B. Fannin, G. Ww. 
Champion, H. C, Warren, Watt Boseman, 
Js 8. oat, WW. &. Crawford, W. H. 
Powell, J. D. Baker, A. A. Stoddard, A. 
Ochenden and H. M. Hobbie. 

The case is a highly sensational one, and 
one in which everybody in Alabama is in- 
terested. The shooting took place at the 
depot here about 6 o’clock on the morning 
of April 21st. The) democratic state con- 
veition assembled here on that day and 
Mardis L. Wood, of Dallas county, a2 mem- 
ber of the state executive committee, who 
had been spending several months in New 
Orleans, came here to attend the conven- 
tion. Percy Wood, of Dallas, 4 brother to 
Mardis, came over from Selma and joined 
his brother here, 

Early the next morning they were stand- 
ing together at the depot, when Robert H. 
Kennedy, the sheriff of Dallas county, ap- 
proached them, and raising a double-bar- 
reled gun, fired several times. Percy Wood 
fell and died an hour afterwards. Mardis 
Wood ran and Kennedy pursued him, fir- 
ing. He finally ceased firing and sur- 
rendered to an officer. Mardis Wood was 
seriously wounded and has been confined to 
his room since the tragedy. Kennedy was 
discharged on preleminary trial, but was 
indicted by the grand jury some weeks ago 
and has since been in fail. | 

Mardis Wood's alleged intimacy with 
Kennedy’s wife was the cause of the 
tragedy. The preliminary trial brought out 
some very spicy testimony and it is prob- 
able that some additional facts will be de- 
veloped at this hearing of the case. The 
defense pleads justification and emotional 
insanity.

General Bragg’s motion that the nomi- 
nation of General Palmer be made unani- 
mous was put to the convention and car- 
ried, and the chairman announced official- 
ly that General John M. Palmer is the 
nominee of the national democratic party 
for president of these United States. 

Buckner for Second Place. 

As soon as the announcement was 
made, there was an outburst of wild en- 
thusiasm on the part of the convention. 
The guidons and flags and banners that 
were within the reach of all were caught 
up, and the “March of the Standards’ 
around the convention hall was performec 
amid shouts and cheers. 

As soon as the uproar subsided, the 
chairman announced that the nomination 
of candidate for vice president was next 
There was no useless formality 
about that proceeding, calling of states 
alphabetically, but the secretary started 
at once with Kentucky, when Mr. W. B. 
Browder, of that state, made a speech 
nominating General Simon Bolivar Buck- 
ner. The convention was impatient at the 
speech, but was ready to declare tne 
nomination, and the chair put the ques- 
tion, and declared that General Buckner 
was the nonrinee of the national democratic 
party for vice president of the 
States. This announcement, like the 
other, was followed by loud cheering, and 
by the procession of the standards—that of 
Kentucky being carried by a colored man. 
During the procession the band played 
“America,” “Yankee Doodle” and ‘Dixie,’ 
and the enthusiasm was great. 

To Prepare for the Balloting. 

The following resolution was offered by 
Mr. Broadhead, of Missouri, and was 
carried: 

“Resolved, That the national committee 
Shall have full power to arrange for the 
placing of all candidates nominated by the 
national convention on the ballots of the 
respective. states in the manner required 
by the election laws of said states: that 
said committee have power to (fill all 
vacancies, to arrange for the notification 
of the candidates nominated by the con- 
vention, and generally to exercise the pow- 
ers of this convention after the adjourn- 
ment thereof.’’

of the temporary national executive com- 
mittee, for thelr good and wise work, and 
to the people of Indianapolis for the man- 
ner in which the convention was entertain- 
ed, were presented and adopted, and then 
at 4:15 o’clock p. m. the convention ad- 
journed sine die to the music of ‘Auld 
Lang Syne.’’

THANYE DIES AT NOON 


Slayer of Will Spinks Will Meet Death 
on the Scaffold, 


Continued from First Page.

the attempted jail break was again riveted 
fast and tight, 

The cell in which Hanye spent the day is 
situated on the second floor of the stone 
compartnrent of the jail proper and was 
for many months the home of Will Myers. 

The floor has been swept and scoured 
and all articles of furniture, except the 
iron bunk and one chair, have been taken 
out. 

In the top of the cell is a small window, 
through which the light falls across the 
floor. From this window can be seen the 
gallows in the jailyard, but Hanye has 
probably never seen it, as the window is 
too high for him to see to the ground 
unless he should mount a chair and his 
shackle would prevent this. 

In the afternoon he was visited by a 
number of the members of his family and 
a friend. He received his callers in a 
cheerful manner, and as he shook hands 
with them he snriled pleasantly, though 
his eyes were red from weeping. 

“T am giad to see you all,” said he. “I 
wanted to have a word with you before 
tomorrow. I feel as well as I could under 
the circumstances. Of course it’s hard 
to die, but then I will say just what I have 
said from the first, that if it’s God's will 
that I die, I will not complain. 

‘It’s whisky that has caused me my 
trouble, and I want to say to all people 
from this iron cell that if they don’t let 
whisky alone they wilt come to what 1 
have. That has heen the trouble with 
me, and I see it all now. If I had only 
known what would be the result, I would 
be a free man today and would not be 
about to be hanged for killing my best 
friend. 
“T Love My Enemies.” 

“Yl have this to say,” Hanye continued: 
“T have learnéd to love my enemies. Now, 
when a man can say this, I tell you he 
has certainly changed. I believe I am 
converted and I do not dread death as I 
would have done had I not made my 
peace with God. 

“Tl will waik up the steps of the scaffold 
like a man, I won't depend upon my own 
strength, but I know God will make me 
strong and will help me to die as a man. 
I love alk those who have persecuted 
me. I have no ill will for Mr. Spinks. 
I have forgiven the judge, the prosecuting 
attorney and all concerned with my trial. 
I have no hard feelings in my heart, 
and when I am dead tonrorrow I want all 
to know that I have forgiven and for- 
gotten anything that I might have thought 
was an injustice. I have prayed, for the 
governor and the jury and the judge, and 
though I have felt that they should have 
commuted my sentence to life imprison- 
ment, Ll have nothing against them now, 
and will face death like a man and a 
Christian. 

“IT wrote a number of letters this morn- 
ing to people whom I know have been 
wild and bad in their life. I hope these 
letters will do some poor fellow good, and 
if they will only take my advice and learn 
a lesson front my death I will be satisfied. 
I had hoped for commutation, because I 
thought I would have been able to bene- 
fit the prisoners in the penitentiary, but I 
am now to die, and I want my last acts 
to be such as would benefit those whom I 
would have helped had I been permstted 
to live.’’ 

Turning to one of the men at the door 
to whom he had addressed a letter, he 
said: 

“I hope you will learn a lesson from my 
death. I want you to always think of the 
cost of sin and the price you must pay 
for your whisky in the end. If I had 
never tasted a drop of whisky I would 
not be in this cell today with the gallows 
in front of me for tomorrow. Il would 
have been a free man, but you see nrv 
Situation. Tomorrow I will be in my cof- 
fin, but I don’t want you to forget what 
Remember, whisky 
is the of all the sin and 
sorrow in this world, and if you 
drink you will sooner or later reach your 
fate, as I have done.” 

Eneels and Prays for His Friends. 

After Hanye had finished talking he ask- 
ed that prayer. be offered in his cell. 

Mr. Fred Warde, of the Young Men's 
Prayer Association, prayed for the con- 
domred man that he might be given 
strength for the ordeal through which he 
Was soon to pass. 

Hanvye’s face was buried in the blanket 
upoa his bed, and his frame shook and he 
sobbed aloud when reference was made to 


cause 


his aunt and other members of his family. 


After the prayer was concluded Hanye 
then prayed aloud, asking that his enemies 
might be forgiven for what they had done. 
His prayer was fervently offered and the 
words trembled with the emotion of the 
man. 

“Let me meet death on the scaffold like 
a soldier of the cross,” prayed the con- 
demned man. “Let my death show to the 
world the strength and power of religion 


and faith in God. Forgive my enemies and 


bless my loved ones.”’ 

Thus Hanye prayed in his cell. - The pris- 
oners in the jail were sileat. Not a sound 
broke the stillness of the moment save the 
agcnizing words of the murderer. Through 
the jail his words sounded and the prison- 
ers listened, many of them kneeling during 
the prayer. ° 

“T have been treated kindly by the jail 
“They have been 
all especially kind and good to me since I 
have been here. All have been my friends, 
and I want to thank them for what they 
Mr. Eubanks has 
been considerate and has treated me just 
as well as he could. I have many friends 
that I never knew before and to all of 
them I want to say how great is my grat- 
itude for what they have done for me. 

“T can’t blame my friends that I have not 


been granted a commutation. They have 
done all in their power. I don't blame the 
governor, and if he says he cannot grant 
a commutation, I have no ill feelings 
rith- 
out acknowledging that I have an enemy on 
earth.” 
Hanye Writes a Letter. 

During the afternoon Hanye wrote a let- 
ter, which he addressed to the public, es- 
pecially those who have been in trouble and 
are likely to be brought to an account for 
their evil deeds. The letter was written 
on note paper by Hanye with a pencil, and 
is as follows: 

“To All Evil Doers—I hope and pray that 
all who read this will let it be a lesson to 
them to turn from their evil ways and as- 
sociations; don’t put it off until the mor- 
row or next day. It might be too late then. 
Whisky and bad company have been my 
ruin and will be the ruin of you also if you 
don't stop right where you are. Whenever 


you are tempted, why stop and think a | 


minute and then say, ‘No! God helping me, 
I won't.’ Just say, ‘I have seen what it 
hes brought Arthur Hanye and many oth- 
ers to, and I will not do it’ Zf you dan’t do 
this, but continue on in your evil ways, 
they will either lead you to the gallows 
or to the penitentiary for a long term of 
years; or, Worse than all, God may at any 
moment cut you off in your sins, and that 
means everlasting torment in the world to 
come. My friends, for your mothers and 
fathers and sisters and brothers and the 
rest of’ your relatives’ sake, and for your 
heavenly Father's Sake, stop before it is 
too late. We know not what the morrow 
may bring forth. If you will take this ad- 
vice from one who Speaks from experience,

The Gallows Is Ready. 


The red scaffold is ready for its victim. 


All day yesterday the guards and em- 
Ployes of the jail were busy sweeping the 
jail yard and placing benches in the east- 
ern end of the yard for the accommodation 
of those who will be admitted this morning 
as spectators. 

The yard, which is covered with a white 
Sravel sand, was swept clean and smooth 
and late yesterday afternoon had the ap- 
pearance of a well-kept country yard. 

The gallows is located almost in the cen- 
ter of the yard on the south side of the 
stone prison and close to the wooden struc- 
ture in which the United States prisoners 
are confined. The ropes with which the 
trigger is to be pulled run through into 
the wooden building and will be pulled by 
three men. No one will ever know who 
pulled the trap, as but one rope will do the 
work and not even the men themselves 
will know who pulls the live rope. 

From the south side of the jail the win- 
dows of the cells look down into the yard 
and upon the scaffold, but these windows 
will be closed this morning and none of 
the prisoners will see the execution. 

The rope by which Hanye will be hanged 
today is a large grass rope and was in 
the basement of the jail yesterday. The 
rope has been oiled and made pliable so 
that it will not cut the flesh when the fall 
occurs. 

Hanye will be led out from the jail 
through a door on the south side that 
opens into a latticed corridor. Down this 
corridor he will walk to the gallows, which 
is but a few yards from the door. He will 
mount the steps and walk across the floor 
until he stands upon the trap. He will 
face his audience. When the drop falls he 
will be looking toward the east. 

A signal from the sheriff will be heard 
by the men within the wooder building 
and they will pull the rope. Instantly the 
trap will fall and Hanye will drop ehbout 
five feet. 

Execution Will Be in Private. 

The execution will be in private today 
just as the clock in the courthouse strikes 
the hour of noon. 

Those who have clamored for admission 
tickets have all been refused and none but 
those whose presence is necessary will be 
admitted. 

The sentence of the court is such as to 
prevent all who would be drawn to the 
scene out of curiosity from being present. 

“Tt have strict orders to decline all who 
may apply for admission at the jail to- 
morrow except those whose presence are 
necessary,” said Sheriff Barnes yesterday. 
“Those orders will be carried out to the 
letter and I have already refused a large 
number of persons who applied for admis- 
sion.”’ 

The morbid curiosity of the public was 
demonstrated yesterday. The sheriff ane 
jailer were besieged by persons who de- 
sired to see the execution. 

The undertaker’s hearse will be allowed 
in the jail yard and as soon as death is 
pronounced the body will be lowered and 
the rope taken from the man’s neck. 

The funeral will occur Saturday and the 
arrangements will be announced this after- 
noon.

“GOVERNOR, HAVE MERCY!’’ CRIES WHITLOCK 


Ex-Convict, Who Was Among the 
Spectators, Cries for Mercy—Ree!ls 
and Falls to the Ground. 
Unusual Scenes at the 
Mansion. 


A delegation of citizens numbering be- 
tween 400 and 500 persons called upon Gov- 
ernor Atkinson yesterday afternoon at the 
executive mansion to piead for the life of 
Arthur Hanye. 

Early in the afternoon posters were scat- 
tered throughout the city calling a mass 
meeting of citizens at the courthouse at 5 
o'clock, stating that the movement was 
made on bettalf of Hanye. 

At the appointed hour a 
gembled at the courthouse and were ad- 
dressed by Colonel W. A. Memphill and 
Mr. W. T. Moyers. 

Shortly after 5 o'clock the 
started and marched up Pryor street into 
Alabama. It was an unusual scene, and 
the procession attracted attention. All 
along the line of'-march from the court- 
house to the mansion the throng was add- 
ed to, and when Peachtree street was 
reached at its intersection with Broad 
street, the procession was fully two blocks 
long.

They 
walked together; they slept together: they 
communed together. The secrets of one 
were the secrets of the other. The thoughts 
of one were the thoughts of the other. The 
quarrels of the one were the quarrels of 
the other. Together they had sported in 
childhood, and together they had walked 
the ways of life in mature man hood. When 
the cleds of the valley fell rudely on ye 
cotfined remains of poor Spinks the heart- 
throbs and tears of Hanye attested his sin- 
cere devotion to the memory of the friend 
of his childhood and riper years. They had 
been accustomed to accost-each other fa- 
miliarlv. and it is to be gravely doubted 
poor Hanye dreamed of giving 
offense when he employed the epithets set 
forth in the record toward Spinks.

tation. If it be said that he deliberately 
prepared a knife with which to inflict the 
mortal blow, a sufficient reply to this is, 
that what was done Was done in a moment 
during the continuance of the quarrel and 
after the quarrel began, and was simply 
a preparation for a Second hostile encount- 
er, and with no deliberate intention to take 
away the life of the deceased. If such had 
been his deliberate purpose some other 
weapon would have been sought. It was 
simply a renewal of the quarrel, and while 
the defendant was under the excitement 
of passion, whether that passion was justi- 
fied by the conduct Of Spinks or not. As 
to whether there Was express or implied 
malice there is, therefore, grave doubt, 
and in all such cases, and especially in ap- 
plications for executive clamency, this 
doubt should be resolved in favor of the de- 
fendant. 

We will not discuss the newly discovered 
evidence further than to say that if this 
evidence had been introduced on the form- 
er trial it would, very probably, have in- 
fluenced the jury to recommend the pris- 
oner to mercy. While it may be true that 
the courts could not consider it, it is pre- 
eminently a matter for the serious consid- 
eration of the chief executive in a petition 
asking for a commutation of the death sen- 
tence, 

Now, governor, we have .run hurriedly 
over the salient points in the evidence: 
not for the purpose of denying guilt, but 
for the purpose of asking. is not this a 
case which calls for some degree of clem- 
ency: wil) not the ends of justice be met 
by having the unfortunate young man con- 
fined at hard labor during his natural lite” 
In the solution of this question the evi- 
dence in this case only is to be looked to. 
Other supposed crimes committed by the 
voung man should not be considered. He 
has never been convicted, so far as the 
evidence shows, of any crime before this, 
and it is fair to presume that he is not 
guilty of any other crime, 

We desire to say in conclusion that we are 
aware that you have already had under 
consideration the facts in this case. and 
have hitherto declined to interpose. In our 
des're, however, to witness the triumph of 
complete justice, we have ventured to call 
attention to some features of this case 
which may not have been brought within 
your observation. We desire to say that 
in this section of the state there is practi- 
cally no opposition to the commutation of 
the senténce to life impr‘sonment. and 
While we are well aware that your excel- 
lency will not be influenced by public onin- 
ion, ‘t is not to be lost sight of that nublic 
sentiment on this question is not without 
epport in the facts of this case. We be- 
lieve that vour action in granting our re- 
cuest would meet with the hearty approval 
of nine-tenths of the people of this sec- 
tion: that it would receive the sanction of 
the judge who tried him, of the jury which 
convicted him, of the judges of the supreme 
court and the approval of heaven. ‘'n be- 
half of the young man, now standing 
disconsolate in the shadow of death. we 
earnestly, prayerfully and hopefully make 
this last appeal.

At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon the post- 
ers calling the mass meeting of citizens 
were distributed over the city. 

Many telephone messages were sent, and 
an hour before the appointed time it was 
generally known that the movement’ to 
appeal to the governor was contemplated. 

The poster calling the meeting and scat- 
tered over the city was printed in black 
type, and was as follows: 

The citizens of Atlanta who favor the 
commutation .of Hanye are respectfully in- 
vited to meet at the courthouse at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. It is earnestly desired by 
friends of the unfortunate young man that 
our chief executive should be placed in 
possession of all the facts heretofore con- 
Sidered, and certain additional evidence, 
Which will be brought to his attention, 
to the end that he may commute the seu- 
tence to life imprisonment. Let every pet- 
80n favorable to this movement meet at 
the courthouse this afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

The facts on which we base our request 
will be submitted in writing, and will be 
read to those who may meet at the court- 
house this afternoon. Be sure to attend. 

CITIZENS. 
Addressed by Colonel Hempaill. 

At 5 o'clock Colonel W. A. Hemphill 
mounted the courthouse steps fronting 
Hunter street and addressed his audience 
that pressed about the steps. 

“This movement,” said Colonel Hemphill, 
“is to make a last appeal to the governor 
of the state for a commutation of Arthur 
Hanye'’s death sentence to that of life im- 
prisonment. 

“I have just been informed that Governor 
Atkinson is. not at his office in the capitol, 
but is at his home on Peachtree street. We 
will march from the courthouse to the exec- 
utive mansion and will make this appeal 
to the governor upon the written petition 
Which I now hold in my hand. We will 
March in twes, and will cali upon the 
Sovernor at his home.”’ 

As soon as Colonel Hemphill had finished 
Speaking, the crowd began to call for Colo- 
nel W. T. Moyers, who was standing at the 
top of the steps, a silent spectator of the 
proceedings. 

Mr. Moyers shook his head, but his name 
Was cried loud and heartily by the people 
who stood on the stone pavement wt the 
foot of the steps. 

“When I came here,” said he, ‘I had 
No intention of raising my voice in Hanye’s 
behalf, believing that the presence of this 
representative audience and the truth of 
the petition would be more powerful with 
the governor than any words I might ut- 
ter. Atlanta is too big a city, and this state 
too glorious to see this miserable man 
hanged for what he has been convicted. 
It may be murder, but it is not the murder 
that calls for a life.”

Governor Atkinson was handed the peti- 
tion Dy Colonel Hemphill when the mans’on 
was reached.

The verdict of the jury is the 
voice of the law, and tne voice of the law 
is the voice of the people, and the voice ol 
the people is the voice of God. We come 
now and plead guilty before God and the 
country. While many of us may differ 
from the jury in the verdict rendered by 
them, it wouid serve no useful purpose to 
discuss that question in the petition we 
now offer for executive clemency. The 
to rec-

dict, however, should not be conclusive

did give offense, and the two young friends 
became involved in a dispute, and there 
was evidently a mutual intent to fight. A 
blow was given by Sp.nks, and in a sudden 
heat of passion Hanye struck wildly with an 
open knife in his hand at his friend, and 
siew him. on the spot. It is a significant 
circumstance, and one which ought to 
weigh in the investigation of this case that 
the blow was not aimed at a vital part. 
No medical expert who cares a fig for his 
reputation would undertake to say that the 
blow at the point where it was given pen- 
etrated what is usually considered the most 
vital part. If there had existed the intent 
to kill, why did not Hanye strike in the 
most vital part? All the evidence in this 
case irresistibly leads to the conclusion 
that the defendant simply intended to re- 
sent the blow. There was no intention to 
kill, and while the law will presume that 
the defendant intended the natural, reason- 
able and probable consequences of hs act, 
it cannot be denied that this matter should 
be gravely considered in an application for 
executive clemency. Was there express 
malice? According to our code ‘express 
malice is that deliberate intention unlaw- 
fully to take away the life of a fellow creat- 
ure which is manifested by external cir- 
cumstances capable of proof.’ We ask, 
solemnly, seriously, do the ‘external cir- 
cumstances” in this case irrefragibly ex- 
hibit any deliberate intention to kill? Does 
not the very contrary appear’? Does not 
the evidence reviewed in the light of all 
the subsequent developments fully rebut 
and overcome the express malice which the 
law presumes in cases of homicide? We 
appeal to the record; we appeal to the past 
lives of these two young men; we appeal 
to all the circumstances of the killing: 
we oppose to the view that there was a de- 
liberate intention to kill—the solemn and 
undisputed fact that the killing was done 
during the progress of a mutual quarrel, 
in the sudden heat of passion and without 
any previous preparation, 

Do the facts show implied malice? ‘Mal- 
ice,’’ says the code, “‘shall be implied where 
no considerable provocation appears, but 
where all circumstances of the killing show 
en abandoned and me! grant heart.” What 
parcticuiar circumstance in this case shows 
an abandoned and malignant heart? Re- 
member that the defendant is not to be 
judged in this case by his past life. He 
killed his best friend, his bosom friend. 
He killed without deliberation or premedi- 
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appeared before me to make another plea 
tor life. 

“T have been told that vou are my friends. 
A man kno@rs his friends. A_ politician 
knows his friends and enemies, but as 
true as there is a God in heaven. and I 
believe it, I tell you this afternoon that I 
would do what 1 thought was my duty, 
and what I believed was right, if every 
man in this audience was my enemy.”

Sheriff Barnes, every newspaper man, has 
been approached more than once during 
the past week by these morbidly curious 
people. 

Those who are not afflicted with such a 
taste cannot easily understand that their 
fellow citizens and ofttimes their intimate 
friends are infected with the desire to 
such an extent that they will do almost 
anything to have it gratified. 

That the desire for morbid things is a 
widespread characteristic is too evident 
to be denied. It is illustrated by the 
‘‘morgue parties’’ in Paris, London, and 
even Chicago and New York, which gre 
now quite a fad among fashionable people. 
Young men and women apparently take 
great delight in these cities in visiting the 
public morgues and examining the dead 
day after day. 

When that morbid exhibition, the cabaret 
du neant, was imported from Paris to New 
York and installed on the ground floor of 
the Casino several months ago thousands 
crowded into the place nightly to see the 
optical illusions which were so real that 
one could not tell where the artificiality 


began. 
In this ‘‘chamber of death’’ husbands and 


wives would watch each other as their 
bodies, to all outside appearances, decom- 
posed from firm flesh into putrid flesh and 
then into dust, leaving the grinning skele- 
ton in the coffin where a few minutes be- 
fore was placed the live, warm body of his 
or her relative. 

This exhibition was only an optical il- 
lusion, but it was so real as to nauseate 
any one who was not accustomed to such 
horrible sights. Men and women in the 
audience turned pale at the sight of it, yet 
there were many present who came night 
after night, gloating over the grewsome 
spectacle. 

In Atlanta today there are many who 
seem to gloat over sights that are more 
horrible than those seen in the cabaret de 
neant; men who seem to glory in horrible 
sights that are real without even a sem- 
blance of unreality. The sight of Hanye 
approaching with feeble steps the grim 
gallows is what they long to see. The 
twitching of his nervous face as he sees 
the black cap raised to envelop his head, 
the trembling of his pallid hands as he 
feels the rope drawn firmly around his 
neck. 

Sheriff Barnes will be very strict in re- 
fusing admittance to all but those Who 
must of necessity be present. The sentence 
declares that the hanging shall be a pri- 
vate affair, and such it will be. Not more 
than fifteen will be in the courtyard when 
the death trap is sprung. The sheriff and 
three or four attaches of the sheriff's office, 
the jailer and four guards, two physicians, 
two ministers, three newspaper men and 
such members of the family of the con- 
demned man as wish to be present will 
make up the party. If Hanye should re- 
quest that any intimate friends be admit- 
ted it is not probable that the request 
would be denied if the number was limited 
to four or five.

The political ghost dance at Indian- 
apolis is over; Senator John M. Palmer, 
of Illinois, has been nominated for pres- 
ident: General Simon Bolivar Buckner, 
of Kentucky, for vice president; a gold 
standard platform, pure and simple, has 
been adopted; a wreath has been placed 
upon Mr. Cleveland's brow, and the con- 
vention has adjourned.

honored him in the past advocated him- 
self a few years back the very princi- 
ple which he condemns, and, like Mec- 
Kinley, voted for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1.

Tour 
years ago this same eloquent culogist 
was one of the leading members of the 
New York delegation to Chicago; and 
with the same tongue which is now so 
lavish in its praise, he openly made war 
on Mr. Cleveland and declared that his 
nomination would be an insult to the 
democracy of New York. 

As humbugs, ex-Govyernor Flower and 
Colonel John R. Fellows, of New York, 
are superb specimens.

AN ENGLISH FINANCIAL EXPERT | 


London Interview by Julian Ralph, in The 
New York Journal. 

Mr. W. H. Grenfell is the president 
cf the general council of the Bimetailic 
League of England Like Arendt and 
Von Kardoff, in Germany, he has now 
abandoned the thecry, hitherto gener- 
ally held in Europe, that free coinage 
by the United States alone would in- 
jure the cause of international bimet- 
allism, and has reached the conclusion 
that if America will lead the way, 
Europe will have to follow. 

“If I were a citizen of the United 
States,’”’ he remarked in the following 
interview, “I should go about with 16 
to 1 badges allover me. . . I be- 
lieve that if the system were given 
fair play the United States is big 
enough, rich enough and _ “strong 
enough to maintain the par of ex- 
change alone and to settle the ratio 
for the world.” 


“In discussing this great question with 
reference to the United States and Eng- 
land,” said Mr. Grenfell, ‘‘there is one im- 
portant point which should be borne in 
mind, and that is the fact that with us 
the word ‘bimetallist’ bears a _ different 
meaning from what.it bears with you. In 
the United States, as I understand, a bi- 
metallist is one who wishes the United 
States to adopt the bimetallic system with- 
out any international agreement with other 
counries—to go it alone, in fact; whereas 
in this country the bimetallic league ex- 
ists for the purpose of securing by inter- 
national agreement a stable monetary par 
of exchange between gold and silver. With 
us bimetallism means international bimet- 
allism; with you it means bimetallism for 
the United States independent of any agree- 
ment with foreign countries. This differ- 
ence opens up a most momentous ques- 
tion: What would be the effect of the 
success of the bimetallic party in the 
United States? Or, In other words, what 
would be the effect on the United States 
and on the world generally if the United 
States adopted bimetallism at 16 to 1 with- 
out an international agreement with for- 
eign countries? On this point may at 
once say that I am at variance with what 
has hitherto been the feeling of the Iing- 
lish Bimetallic League. The English Bi- 
metallic League, as a league, is opposed to 
the policy of single handed bimetallism for 
the United States for two reasons—first, 
because they are afraid that tpe United 
States single handed may not be able to 
maintain the monetary par of exchange 
between the two metals, and so bring dis- 
credit and failure upon a system which 
they maintain to be sound and orthodox 
and thus put the whole system back; and, 
second, because they are afraid of see- 
ing a gold premium in New York which 
would act as a protective duty against our 
exports there, and give them, by establish- 
ing a common medium of exchange, an 
advantage over us in trading with the east. 

“I personally do not share these fears. 
On the contrary, I look to the United 


States as the one great hope of anything. 


being done in the direction of internationa! 
bimetallisrn. Matters in Europe are at a 
deadlock. 

“One's thoughts, therefore, turn to the 
great republic across the seas. She has 
the opportunity and she has the power of 
setting the example. It is an example 
which, I believe, will be speedily followed. 
Russia has come to the parting of the 
ways. She has determined to adopt a metal- 
lic basis for her money; that basis must be 
gold or bimetallic. She cannot afford to 
have a monetary system out of harmony 
with that of other civilized countries, and 
if there is no hope for silver then she must 
£0 on to gold, even though she knows that 
in the way she must face all the evils and 
dangers of a contracting money supply. 
France has already, through her parlia- 
ment, declared in favor of the bimetallic 
principle, and both of these countries 
would welcome any step which promised a 
definite solution of the great gold and sil- 
ver question. Other countries would, I be- 
lieve, soon follow. If they dre going to wait 
for Kpgland, nothing will Be done. The dif- 
ficulties in the way of getting any partic- 
ular ratio sanctioned by the house of com- 
mons are insuverable. The English Bi- 
metallic League itself is not agreed as to 
the ratio to be adopted. 

“If I were a citizen of the United States 
T should go about with 16 to 1 badges all 
over me. I am a pretty good nuisance to 
my friends here about bimetallism, but 
over there I should be avoided like a pesti- 
lence. I believe that if the system were 
given fair play the United States is big 
enough, rich enough and strong enough to 
maintain the par of exchange alone and to 
settle the ratio of the world. Besides, I 
believe that other countries would soon 
follow her example.”’ 

“But would there not be a fear of Eu- 
repe unloading her silver in America if 
the United States adopted free coinage?” 

“IT do not think so. In the first place, as 
the silver of France, Germany and the 
Latin union is coined at 15% to 1, it would 
not go to the United States, where, at 16 to 
1, it would be worth 3 per cent less. In the 
second place, owing to the demand for sil- 
ver for miscellaneous purposes, there is 
very little loose silver to go. And in the 
third place, the delegates from Germany 
France, Austria, Denmark, Belgium, Rus- 
sia and England, assembled at the Brus- 
sels bimetallic conference, signed a resolu- 
tion in which they stated that in their opin- 
ion, if the United States adopted the bime- 
tallic system, an arrangement could be 
arrived at which would prevent the silver 
from European countries and their colonies 
being thrown upon the mints of the United 
States. 

“As regards the ‘50-cent dollar,’ I think, 
socially and economically, a 50-cent dollar 
is preferable to a 150-cent dollar, and if [| 
am paid a dollar and can pay my debts with 


it, I do not much care whether it is called 
a 5O-cent dollar or not. But there would 


be no 5S0-cent dollar about it. As soon as 
the mints were freely * opened to silver 


there would be a great rise in its value as 
compared with gold. There would be a 


rise in the general level of prices, no doubt, 


, but the population and trade of the world 


having increased so much since 1873 it ts 
extremely unlikely that prices would reach 
the level of 1873, even if silver were again 
freely coined.’’

‘Mecting the Seaboard’s Cut. 

The story is told in the following Southern 
Associated Press dispatch from New York: 

“New York, September 3.—The Southern 
States Freight Association met at 10 o’clock 
this morning in the Hotel Marlborough, The 
object of the gathering was to discuss the 
recent action of the courts in dissolving an 
injunction restraining ‘the Seaboard Air- 
Line and other roads from reducing rates. 

“The association remained in session un- 
til 1 o'clock, when it took recess for lunch. 
It reconvened at 2:30 o’clock, and remained 
in session until 5 o'clock. Immediately after 
adjournment Commissioner H. 8S. Haines 
jesued the following statement of the day’s 
doings: 

“*At a meeting of the executive board of 
the Southern States Freight Association 
held today, the commissioner was instructed 
to issue rates to meet the reduction already 
made by the Seaboard Air-Line, and it was 


left With him to take such further action 


as might be necessary with reference to 
any further reduction by the Seaboard Air- 
Line.’ 

“The meeting was adjourned subiect to 
the call of the chairman, | 
“While the Southern States Freight As- 
sociation does not consider the Seaboard 
Air-Line a dangerous antagonist,’’ said 
President Spencer, of the Southern railway, 
this evening, ‘“‘yet we feel we must do 
Bomething in order to compete with them. 
Yesterday the Seaboard Air-Line, in ac- 
cordance with the law, filed a notification 
of a reduction in the freight rate between 
Atlanta and Baltimore, which affects the 
present rate from 33 to 35 per cent. Imme- 
diately on learning of this, we placed on 
file a similar notification of reduction. Both 
Will go into emect on Saturday.”’ 

Vague Information. 


The above telegram is indefinite as to 
When the associat.on’s cut rates are to go 
into effect and whether they will apply to 
points scuth and west of Atlanta. Wnether 
Macon, Augusta, Columbus and Chattanoo- 
§a, either or all, get the benenit of the full 
reduction, could not be learned. The sub- 
ject seems to be beyond the grasp of the 
metropolitan purveyors of news. 

In Atlanta the freight representatives of 
the different lines stated all day that they 
had no advices from New York. The Sea- 
board’s traffic men knew that they had a 
cut to go into effect tomorrow, and indus- 
triously circulated the news; but the 
Southern’s men stated that they had not 
heard anything. 

Commissioner Haines is expected home 
tomorrow afternoon. His rate force may 
&° to work this morning to get out a sheet 
Showing a 33 per cent reduction. The asso- 
ciation has no cut tariffs prepared, except 
the 8 per cent cut. Those tariffs were 
printed, but the injunction prevented the 
commission from sending them out. It 
Will take the association almost a week to 
Set out a new sheet, and give the required 
hotice of three days. But the Seaboard and 
the Southern expect to put their rates in 
today. 


A Test of Endurance. 

If it is the policy of the associated lines 
to do nothing more than meet the Sea- 
board’s cut, the war w.li be fought right 
On that line, for the Seaboard people say 
they are going to hold to their cut of 33 
ber cent and see who can stand it the long- 
est. If the reduced rates are for no points 
except those on the Seaboard Air-Line, 
then Macon, Augusta, Columbus and other 
Cities will kick. On the other hand, if the 
Cut applies to all points in the south, sume 
Of the lines will’ lose money rapidly. 

It is probable that the reduction is only 
for points touched by the Seaboard. This 
Would be very apt to bring on another ap- 
Plication ‘for injunction which, probably, 
Would be filed with Judge Speer. 

Report says that Judge Speer did not 
believe the temporary injunction granted 
by Judge Simonton would stand, but the 
first named judge might take another view 
Ofthe case if the long and short haul 
Clause should be violated. So another in- 
junction is not improbable. 

The through business of the roads in the 
South is about 60 per cent of their traffic. 
Under this cut, the average road will get 
only $2 where it had been getting $3 in 
revenue. Now if the state railroad commis- 
Sions reduce the locals in proportion, the 
logs will be terrific. 


Want Carload Rates. 

The Southern ‘Wholesale Grocers’ Associ- 
ation, as is well known, has been endeavor- 
ing for some time past to obtain through 
the Southern States Freight Association, 
and its predecessor, the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association, a reasonable 
differential in favor of carload quantities 
between the rates on carload and less than 
Carload shipments of sugar, coffee, flour, 
meal, meat and other staple zroceries. 

The Seaboard’s traffic officials are now 


‘considering the question of granting this 
concession to the grocers, 

Jeneral Superintendent V. E. McBee, of 
the Seaboard Alr+Line, came in last night 
from Washington.

Editor Constitution: The objection. to 
Hanye’s execution lies in the fact that 
his trial was malicious. I do not intend to 
say or imply that te state is responsible 
for this, but such is a fact. If a witness 
testifies in a case at law involving the life 
or liberty of an individual, and testifies 
showing that the witness wants the pris- 
oner punished, such testimony is excluded 
as being malicious. If Spinks’s family or 
friends employ counsel to assist the state, 
such counsel represent Spinks or his fam- 
ily and by their presence and participation 
in the trial, is notice to the jury that they 
represent, not Georgia (for Georgia does! 
not employ or pay them), but that they 
represent individuals who by their relation- 
ship to the murdered man, are actuated 
by a epirit of reprisal, which spirit 1s 
shown py their want of confidence in the 
state solicitor by employing others to as- 
sist him. This is a malicious prosecution 
and cannot be explained away by custom 
or law. 

The taw which makes the testimony of 
an interested witness null, and which 
makes the testimony of a witness who de- 
sires the culprit punished, null, on the 
grounds of malice, is good jaw, since it is 
only by malice can a killing be shown to 
be murder; and vice versa a, killing or 
hanging brought about through any agen- 
ey in whch malice can be shown on the 
part of those responsib:e for the hanging. 
is murder. Now if the law making the 
testimony of 2 witness murderous when 
malice is shown, then a prosecution which 
shows that counsel employed represented 
parties who have malice in their employ- 
ment—then such prosecution is murderous 
and under the rule of witnesses should -be 
null and void. Custom nor anything else 
eannot alter this statement, and the pub- 
lic who have no personal interest in the 
matter will so decide. We think that this 
view of the case should move the governor 
to commute the sentence of Hanye.

CAMPAIGN HAS BEEN FULLY OUTLINED

Today for His Texas Trip—At

Senator Marion Butler, chairman of the 
national committee of the people's party, 
and Hon. Thomas E. Watson ended an all- 
Cay conference last evening at 8:30 o'clock. 

Senator Butler left Atlanta at 11 o’clock 
for North Carolina, where he will remain 
a few days before going on to Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Watson will leave today for Carters-

tabernacle. Tonight, with H. W. Reed, 
national commfitteeman, he will leave for 
his Texas trip. He will speak at a labor 
meeting in Dallas on September 7th. 

“Our consultation today was to discuss 
the general issues of the campaign,” said 
Senator Butler last night. 

“The time was mainly occupled !n dis- 
cussing the line of work forthe campaign,” 
said Mr. Watson; “Senator Butter wished 
to know just where I stood on several 
questions. Iie wanted to familiarize him- 
self with my record and obtain copies of 
For the greater part of the 


my speeches. 
day our conversation was on tnis line. 

“It was the first time Senator Butler 
had seen Mr. Watson since the St. Louis 
convention,” said Mr. Reed, who was tne 
third party in the conference, ‘‘and natur- 
ally there were many affairs of the cam- 
paign to discuss.”

A Fair Election. 

It will be an honest election so far as 
the democrats can control. The disposition 
of the party leaders everywhere is to give 
the populists representation at the polls, 
The republicans have no state ticket in the 
field and therefore do not cut any figure 
in the October election. Chairman Clay 1s 
in favor of giving them representation, too, 
at the national election in November. He 
has so written to Chairman Buck. 

Chairman Clay is weary of Chairman 
Cunningham’s correspondence in regard to 
a division of managers and yesterday nho- 
tified the populist chairman that having 
pledged himself to do all in his power to 
secure a division of managers and clerks, 
he would not answer any more letters on 
the subject. ag letter was in reply to a 
long one from\Mr. Cunningham, written 
as a play to the grand stand, so the demo- 
Crats say. 

Mr. Cunningham to Mr. Clay. 

Mr. Cunningham's letter yesterday was 
as follows: 

“Hon. A. S. Clay, Chairman Democratic 
Executive Committee, City. My Dear Bir: 
In reply to your very remarkable commu- 
nication of this date, remarkable in that it 
contemplates a reflection upon good men, 
which 1 disclaim, | have this to say: 

‘I, We both make this avowal to the peo- 
ple: That we favor fair elections in Geor- 
gia. If we are sincere, we should agree 
upon some basis that will guarantee this 
Without any sort of peradventure. 

‘2. If the plan suggested by me was la- 
le to defeat such a purpose, then it was 
incumbent on you, as chdirman of the dem- 
ocratic exeeutive committee, to suggest 
some plan by which the end desired could 
be accomplished. 

“You declined to agree to the plan pro- 
posed by me, and you failed to suggest a 
better plan. In fact, you failed to suggest 
any plan at an. 

“In a former letter you stated that you 
were willing to stand on the record of your 
party in the past. In this you were most 
unfortunate. It was your party that made 
it possible for 17,000 ballots to be polled 
in Richmond county out of a population of 
30,00) people. This single instance of fraud 
is enough to make my position clear, when 
I say that you were unfortunate in resgy@.¢ 
your case on past democratic integrity. f 
might. enumerate other instances, but it 
would make this letter too long. 

‘In your letter of this date, you reter to 
‘oath-bound contracts.’ I fail to compre- 
hend your reference, in view of the fact 
that no such proposition emanated from 
me. ! merely suggested that the various 
county chairmen sign a solemn agreement 
allowing mutual representation at the dif- 
ferent voting precincts. This surely cannot 

construed into a reflection on the offi- 
cials of the Gemocratic party, for it was 
intended to apply to the populist party as 
well. In order to more strongly emphasize 
my view, allow me to suggest that you did 
not consider it a reflection on yourself, 
when I made the proposition vriginally. 
Why should you now distort my proposi- 
tion into a reflection on the subordinate 
members of your party organization? Sure- 
ly you are not less sensitive than they? 

‘“‘Let me state a business proposition: 
When one party to a contract refuses to 
sign an agreement on the ground that he 
is a man of honor, what do you. as a law- 
yer, think of such a man? Don’t vou at 
once suspect that he secret!y desires to 
evade the terms of the contract? What, on 
the other hand, is your impression of the 
man who steps up and signs the contract 
without a word? Has he reflected on the 
other party to the agreement? Isn't it 
true, that you and all men recognize in 
such a man one who wants to religiously 
live up to his agreement and is willing to 
sign his name in the presence of witnesses? 

“This is the case between you and me. 

“T recall that you invited a similar de- 
mand to the one I have made from Mr. 
Watson two years ago. To his letter you 
made no reply. But you called your com- 
mittee together and the members of that 
body rejected your suggestion for a divis- 
ion of managers. This will indicate the 
impotency of any mere recommendation 
that you may make, and {ft will explain my 
reasons for insisting upon a more specific 
understanding. 

“I notice that in newspaper Interviews 
you lay much stress upon the impractica- 
bility of sending communications to 1,590 
pre-incts. Reference tw the plan suggested 
in my letter of the 24th will show tec you 
that these obligations were only intended 
for the chairmen of the various counties. 
There being only 137 of these, it is plain 
that they could be reach2d with liftle 
trouble—no more than would be entai'ed 
under your first suggestion to write a rec- 
ommendation to these officials. 

“7 am constrained to say, with all « ourte- 
sy, Mr. Clay, that you have evaded tne 
qvestion and that your proposition, li per- 
sisted in, will make it impossible for ine 
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people of Georgia to have fair elections in 
this state. Let me, therefore, again €x- 
press the hope that, upon more serious re- 
flection, you will reconsider your decision 
and agree to the plan suggested by me in 
a tormer letter, or suggest some plan by 
which each tegal voter may cast his ballot 
and have the same counted. 

“Do not, I beseech you, interfere longer 
with this honest effort to maintain tne 
purity of the ballot in this state, and pro- 
tect the sacred rights of the suffragist. 
Very truly yours, 

“JOHN D. CUNNINGHAM, Chairman.” 

Mr. Clay Wishes To Close. 

The impression created by this letter 
was that Mr. Cunningham was afraid to 
trust his own party. There is no authority 
conferred on the chairmen of the parties 
to compel a division of managers_ and 
clerks in any county. All that the chair- 
men can do is to request it and with the 
democrats that is equivalent to positive di- 
rections. Here is Mr. Clay’s tart answer 
to Mr. Cunningham: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 3, 1896.—Hon. 
Johan D. Cunningham, Chairman People’s 
Party Campaign Committee, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: Your fourth communication is 
this day to hand. In my first letter I in- 
formed you that I would recommend that 
each party be allowed representation at 
each voting place on the day of election— 
that is, representation by a manager and 
clerk. This, you knew, was all the authori- 
ty I possessed; but your anxiety to keep 
before the public has caused you continue 
writing. 

“As to the charges in your letter, they 
are unworthy of reply. When I wish in- 
Structions in either morals or honesty 
from you, I shall inform you. This ends 
our correspondence. Respectfully, 

“A. @ ae 
“Chairman State Dem. Ex. Com.” 

Chairman Cunningham’s letter had made 
the democratic chairman mad anda he de- 
cided that it was time to break off the 
correspondence. It cannot well proceed fur- 
ther without becoming personal. Mr. Clay 
would not discuss the Jast letters exchanged 
beyond the statement that the populists 
were trying to make it appear that they 
will not get fair treatment in democratic 
counties, an assumption wholly unwar- 
ranted. 


Mr. Clay to Colonel Buck. 

On Wednesday Colonel Buck enter- 
ed the game with a request for represen- 
tation. Mr. Clay’s reply, sent yesterday, 
was as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 3, 1896—Hon. A. 
E. Buck, Chairman Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: 
Yours of the 2d instant to hand in regard 
to managers for the election to be held 
next November. 

“In reply I will say that I have no legal 
authority to select managers: neither have 
you. Any agreement entered into between 
you and myself would have no binding 
effect, so far as the law is concerned. We 
are not officers of the law; you doubtless 
know this. 

“But I now staté to you that I desire to 
see all the political parties in the field rep- 
resented at each voting place by honest, 
intelligent and upright men. 

“As the head of the democratic party in 
Georgia, I most cheerfully recommend this, 
and I will, during the next ten days, write 
a personal letter to each democratic county 
chairman asking their hearty co-operation 
in this recommendation. Your party has 
no ticket in the field in the state election 
and as I understand your Ietter, it has ref- 
erence entirely to the national election in 
November.

THE GEORGIA AND ALABAMA. 
It Is Working Up a Grain Trade for 
Savannah. 

Messrs. Williams & Sons, of Richmond, 
Va., have issued a circular on the Georgia 
and Alabama railway. Below is one 
extract: 

‘The first preference bonds represent an 
underlying indebtedness of about $,000 per 
mile on the road, the net earnings of 
which amount to four times the interest 
charges on the bonds. This company took 
possession of the old Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery road in August, 18%, and 
has since acquired control of various 
branches and made a_ perpetual lease, 
which gives the company entrance § iito 
Savannah, establishing a trunk line from 
Montgomery, Ala., to Savanrah, 340 miles. 
For ten months the earnings of 288 miles, 
the averag: operated, have been $544,305, 
and the net $161,602. Interest on the prefer- 
ence bonds outstanding amounts to only 
about 36,000 a month. The line is exceed- 
ingly direct, is laid with has iron 
and steel bridges, and with the completion 
of improvements under way the maximum 
grade will be about 1'4 per cent. 

“Large sums of money were provided in 
the reorganization of the road for the pur- 
pose of improving the property and bring= 
ing it up to the highest possible standard: 
The wisdom of these expenditures is al- 
ready being shown in the reduced cost of 
operaton and in the increased facilities 
provided for the handling of its growing 
business. The line from Montgomery to 
Lyons, 265 miles, is laid with 60-pound 
steel rails; from Lyons to Savannah, 75 
miles, with 63-pound rails and heavier. The 
Fitzgerald branch, 22 miles, is laid with 
Sb-pound steel rails. 

“If the net earnings of the Georgia and 
Florida railway, the shortest line, should 
Only amount to 40 per cent of what the 
net earnings of the Central of Georgia 
railway, between Atlanta and Savannah, 
have averaged for some years past, the 
Georgia and Alabama railway would be able 
to pay 6 per cent dividends on its pre- 
ferred stock, after providing for all of its 
interest charges.’ 

The cireular adds: “Steps are being 
taken to secure for Savannah a fair pro- 
portion of the grain trade which is now 
passing through the port of New Orleans 
much of which could be handled to equal, 
if not Petter, advantage through Savannah 
on account of the great saving in distance 
which this route would’ effect, vessels 
thereby being saved the long . journey 
through the gulf of Mexico and around 
the Florida keys,”

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‘IRVINGTON-ON-THE-HUDSOW. 


Where the Author of Rip Van Winkle 
Wrote His’ Famous Sketch. 
From The Washington Star. 

The morning was clear and, full of prom- 
ise of an ideal Aligust Sunday when our 
train steamed out of the Grand Central. 
Our destination was Sunnyside, at Irving- 
ton-on-the-Hudson, but we got off the train 
at Dobbs Ferry, three miles or less below. 
One of the party, thinking it: would be Lke 
old times when she took long walks around 
the vicinity of Washington, suggested that 
we walk from Dobbs Ferry to our real 
destination. So we agreed—the distance 
looked small on the map, but how it did 
stretch before the long curve in the road 
was gone over and the lanes traversed! 

One sign at the corner of two roads at- 
tracted our attention—‘‘Ashford avenue, 
originally an Indian trail’’—and up this 
trail we went only to retrace our steps on 
being informed by a small boy that we 
were running away from the road to Irv- 
ington, and, with fresh country willing- 
ness, he led us down to Broadway and set 
us on the right track for Ifvington. This 
Broadway was the old post road from New 
York to Albany, and a more beautiful roaa 
cannot be found in America. On either side 
it is flanked with magnificent shade trees 
(looking at least half a century old), nine 
stone walls, and the stately country resi- 
dences of some of the wealthiest people in 
New York city. 

Irom Dobbs Ferry until near Tarrytown 
its rich aspect does not change—it speaks 
of all that nature and man can do for 4 
place: especially is this true as we reach 
Irvington proper. Here we pass the prop- 
erty of Helen Gould and catch glimpses of 
her conservatories, Near one of the large 
gates is a small oval island, green @& April 
grass, in the center of which grows a pale, 
pensive willow. Across the drive is a sign 
telling those who read to beware of the 
dogs, and near the sign stands a police- 
man, imported from the New. York Broad- 
way squad—if we can judge by appear- 
ances. 

Entrance to the Grounds. 

But we did not come out to look on these 
fine estates, but on the home of a man 
whose brain captivated us long before 
High School time—Washington Irving. ©0. 
most diligently did we inquire along Broad- 
way for “Sunnyside” only to be met with 
“T don’t know,” “Perhaps two.miles up 
the road,” “I’m a stranger here,” etc., etc., 
until nothing but fear of being presented 
with a green chestnut burr made me re- 
frain from quoting: 

“A prophet is not without honor save in 
his own country.” 

Before we found the right direction we 
stopped in an orchard and picked some of 
the dainty yellow and red-cheeked crab 
apples that lay on the wind-blown grass. 
Then we struck against a mournful, e.upty 
house, which we knew was not Sunnys.de, 
because it had not the ivy-grown wall, and 
so we climbed the fence and tried the other 
side of the road, Alas! Again the signs 
that forbade trespassing. But we were not 
to be deterred. for were not these sipns put 
up -because of the omnipresent bicyclers 
who. Were wont to make a picnic ground 
out of hallowed Sunnyside, before ‘t chang- 
ed into more firm hands last winter? 

A quiet-looking man came off the veran- 
da to meet us. and then his wife came 
down and talked to us while we were tuk- 
ing a picture. Then the tongue oi the young 
woman was loosened and she was plied 
them with questions. They were sind, but 
reticeut,. at first, but before the tramps 
left they found a warm spot in tne hearts 
of Mr. and Mrs. Burtfitt. the caretakers. 

Shall we ever forget that golden summer 
afternoon at Sunnyside? How we felt our- 
seives growing right at home, even thougn 
uninvited guests, feeling familiar with tne 
old ivy covering one corner niche of this 
quaint Dutch house, for we had long ago 
known its history, brought from Melrose 
abbey by Washington Irving when he was 
visiting at Abbottsford, the guest of Sir 
Walter Scott, and did not that old abbey 
date back to the early quarter of the 
twelfth century? Didn't we Know that the 
original name of the house was Wolfert’s 
Roost, of which Irving wrote? We had our 
atention called to a little rooster weather 
vane on one of the gables—this was pre- 
sented to Irving by Scott—and on the main 
gable was a iittle horse, originally on the 
Statehouse at Albany. In this gable is set 
2 tablet of white marble, which teils-that 
the house was erected in June, 1656, and re- 
modeled in 1855. Irving purchased the piace 
in 1832, and did not leave it for any length 
of time until appointed minister to Spain 
in 1882. He returned home from Spain in 
1846, and lived at Sunnyside until his death. 


A Quaint Home. 

The house seemed to me to be made up 
of several little houses of mixed nationali- 
ties, stuck together—its little gables, cat- 
step roofs atr@ stable-like ones presenting 
a pleasing variety. And as various as the 
gables and cérners are the vines of all 
shades, from the old English ivy to the 
Washilgton bower, with its purple blossom, 
that clamber over it. 

Affer his death, in 1859, in this house, it 
Was occupied by his two nieces, whom he 
had taken care of and who lived with him 
since they were children, the Misses Cath- 
erine and Sarah Irving. it was by his be- 
quest they occupied the place; in latter 
years onty ™ the sumrner, as the winters 
were too severe for them. In his will Ir- 
ving requested that the house always be 
occupied hy some one of his line, and last 
winter the two maiden ladies, feeling the 
weight of eighty odd years. and finding 
they could no Yneer eive the estate tne 
care and management it deserved, sold it’ 
to Mr. Alexander Durer Irving of New 
York city, a grandnephew of Irving. Mr. 
Irving intended to put the place in gooa 
repair, remode! the back part of it, and 
make it his summer residence. Mr. Irv- 
ing’s famfy, consisting of wife and four 
children, are now sSummering at Marble- 
head, and it is not very likely they will 
take possession this fall. 

After a moment's hesitation, suppicment- 
ed by the remark that they did not usuaily 
show visitors the rooms-in Sunnyside, Mrs, 
lurfitt opened the blinds of the parlor door 
and we stepped into the bare parlor. All 
the furniture which belonged to Irviug, 
except that in his study, had been packed 
away in anticipation of the alterations, 
and we passed many an empty little room 
(all the rooms are very small), whose faded 
walls showed dark spots where mirror and 
picture once hung, before we were shown 
into the gem room of the house—the writ- 
er’s study. It is on the outside angle of 
this room that the Melrose ivy runs: while 
the walls in the interior are lined with 
shel¥es and shelves of books—his dear 
books—and where, in a corner, with a 
background of dark-covered books, his bust 
is enthroned. 

Irving’s Desk and Pictures. 

In the center of the study is a large desk, 
which Was presented to IrvIng by his pub- 
lishers (as a silver-inscribed plate tells us), 
on February 22, 1858. This desk, though a 
guaranty of good feelings in the bosom 
of the publishers, is not the most interest- 
ing feature of the room. On top of it are 
temporarily piled framed pictures, fietcies 
and personal knick-knacks of the writer. 
Everything in this little study is “purely 
personal,’”’ 

With much amused interest we examined 
the old engravings, about 12x14, depicting 
scenes from the life of old friend Rip, and 
we wonder whether Joseph Jefferson ever 
got any inspiration from them, they are so 
true to the story. I think there are six in 
all—Rip with his exasperated wife scolding 
him; Rip with the children clambering 
over his bent back as he sits on a bench; 
Rip, loafing at Nicholas Veddar’s; Rip 
coming back to a desolate home; Rip, an 
object of curiosity among the villagers: 


and, again, Rip relating his adventures to | 
Rip, every bit old | 


the wondering villagers. 
Rip, whose history charmed us long ago: 
whose history shall always charm us and 
be one of the fairy tales of this new world, 
whicn has 80 very few fairy tales. 

And then we pick up odds and ends of 
sketches, some by Irving, who, at one time, 
when sent abroad for his health, fell in

GIBBS PLACED IN MORGAN JAIL. 


Charged with the Murder of Matt 
Wilson, Another Negro. 

Madison, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
Deputy Sheriff Edgar Fears went down to 
Grovetown this morning after Jim Gibbs, 
arrested in that place early this morning 
and wanicd here on the charge of murder. 
The deputy came up with his prisoner at 
® o'clock this afternoon and lodged him 
in jail. 

The crime Gibbs is charged with is kill- 
ing one Matt Wilson, near Mr. Jim Mal- 
com's place, in this county, early in 
March last. From the evidence before the 
grand jury that found the true bill it seems 
that Gibbs and Wilson, both negroes, were 
gambling and that Wilson won 5) cents 
from Gibbs, whereupon the latter declared 
to Wilson that if the money was not im- 
mediately returned he would kill him. Wil- 
son refused to return the money and Gibbs 
Went to his house, near by, procured a 
shotgun, and, meeting Wilson shortly af- 
terwards, again demanded the return of 
the money. Wilson again refused, where- 
upon Gibbs fired upon him. The entire 
load entered the left eye and emerged 
from the rear of the head, producing in- 
stantaneous death. This was the evidence 
before the grand jury, which, of course, 
was purely an exparte proceeding. 

Gibbs himself has never made a state- 
ment and it is not known what his de- 
fense will be. His trial will probably be 
had in the superior court, which convenes 
here next week.

In Business and the Number of New 
Industries. 

Baltimore, September 3.—In its review of 
southern industrial conditions The Manu- 
facturers’ Record calls attention to the 
fact that railroad earnings, like bank 
clearings, emphasize the fact that busi- 
ness conditions in the south are better 
than in other sections. The net earnings

LADY TENNYSON. 


She Was a Source of Constant Inspira- 
tion to Her Husband. 

The death of Lady Tennyson, though it 
cannot surprise any who have known how 
frail her constitution has been for years 
past, is, nevertheless, an event that will 
affect a very wide circle of friends, says a 
writer in The London Speaker. 

Never was a poet more happily married 
than Tennyson, and those who knew him 
in his own home can bear unqualified tes- 
timony to the debt he owed to the gracious 
and beautiful woman who watched over 
him for more than forty years with un- 
remitting care and tenderness. liow 
grateful he was to her he showed again 
and again in his poems, as well as in the 
course of his daily life. 

His vassionate affection for his wife 
seemed to grow with years, and it was 
beautiful to see him in her presence. | 
remember his saying to me that he had 
written no letters after his marriage. His 
wife had relieved him of that burden on 
the life of a famous man. 

The statement was true, too. I have 
had access to one of the very few existing 
collections of Tennyson's letters, and it 
Was curious to see, after his marriage, he 
ceased to write at length to his friends 
and contented himself with brief notes 
merely. His wife had become the family 
correspondent. 

It was once my privilege to hear Mr. 
Gladstone talking of Tennyson. ‘“'Tenny- 
son,” said he, “has always been absorbed 
in his own work and has never allowed 
himself te be drawn aside from it by any- 
thing outside, and it is a good thing for 
us and the world that he has stuck to this 
rule through life.’’ 

But it was his wife who made it possi- 
ble for him thus to remain absorbed in 
his own thoughts and his own work, amid 
the distraction of daily ®fe, so that the 
lovers of English poetry owe to her, as 
well as to her husband, a deep debt of 
gratitude.

| CLEAR WATER FOR RESERVOIR 


Superintendent Woodward Has a Plan 
To Keep the Lake Clear. 
Superintendent Woodward, of the water- 
works department, will make an important 
recommendation at the next meeting of the 
water commissioners. He thinks that a 
large sum can be saved annually and that 

the water can be made puret, 

At the big reservoir west of the city 
there is an inlet pipe, through which water 
is pumped from the river. The end of the 
pipe ts at the bottom of the reservoir and 
the water flows in the big lake with such 
force that it continually stirs up the mud 
at the bottom and keeps the lake muddy. 

T> clear the water in the filters it -re- 
quires a large amount of alum every day. 
And the water is, of course, not asipure 
as it would be if there was nothing to Keep 
it stirred up and muddy. Mr. Woodward 
thinks that by pumping the water in the 
lake from the river without stirring up the 
mud the reservoir will soon get clear and 
remain that way, lessening the work of the 
filters 

The superintendent proposes to change 
the end of the intake pipe from the bottom 
of the lake to the surface. By running 
the water in at the surface of the lake the 
mud nuisance will be done away with and 
consequently the water can be kept clear 
when it is run in the filters to be purified,
